— The 
coal strike, about which representa­ 
tives of the miners and operators 
were conferring with Secretary of 
Labor Wilson today as a last effort 
to avert the strike of bituminous 
coal workers called for November I, 
was denounced in the senate as a 
strike of union labor leaders and 
not of the men, and as an effort 
to bring about class control. 
Senator Frelinghuysen, chairman 
of the senate committee investigat­ 
ing the coal strike, startled the 
members of the senate by" denounc­ 
ing unionism tinder its present lead­ 
ership as "a new autocracy,** tend­ 
ing towards bolshevism. 
In 
the 
course of his remarks, tile senator 
said that in his opinion today's con­ 
ference would not be successful. 
Nearly a dozen senators joined the 
discussion and most of them were of 


< stationed Japanese soldiers in every 
province. Within a few months after 
assuming the office of governor, his 
work of annexation was complete, 
and the fact was announced to the 
treaty powers.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—An appeal by 
John Fitzpatrick, leader in the steel 
workers strike, to the Chicago Fed­ 
eration of Labor Tor assistance in 
carrying on the strike was made at 
a meeting of the federation yester­ 
day. Unions were permitted to sub­ 
scribe to the strike fund. The Amal­ 
gamated Ladies' Garment Workers' 
Union pledged $250,000; the ma­ 
chinists union pledged $1,000 and 
other unions promised to help. 
“The strike Is won," Fitzpatrick 
told the federation. “We are enter­ 
ing the fifth week of the strike with 
50 percent, more men than in the 
second week.” 
Fitzpatrick charged pulpits of the 
country had been “bought up to 
fight 
the strike” by 
the 
“steel 
trust." He made one exception. He 
said Dr. Stephen S. Wise, rabbi of 
New York, had spoken for union­ 
izing the steel mills. 
At South Chicago two men were 
ordered to leave the plant of the 
Island Steel Company and when they 
refused a deputy sheriff fired on 
them. One was wounded in the arm. 
Steel * plants throughout the dis­ 
trict reported more men applying 
for work. Some of the plants Bald 
they had all the men needed. Others 
said their force would be complete 
as soon as ithe workers learned 
that they would be given adequate 
Police and military protection.
